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MINUTES  OF  THE  IASAC  ANNUAL  MEETING 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  -  October  9,  1993 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  President  Steve 
M.  Rood  shortly  after  9:00  a.m.  He  introduced  the 
Officers  &  Trustees  present  at  the  meeting.  They 
included  Nancy  Yee,  Secretary-Treasurer;  Trustees 
Michelle  Burke,  Duane  Spellman  &  Harvey  Chew;  and 
Charles  Diehl,  Sargeant-at-Arms.  Steve  thanked 
Larry  Cannon  for  choosing  the  Milwaukee  meeting 
site,  and  Walter  &  Eda  Thomas  for  helping  with 
sane  of  the  arrangements. 

The  1993  election  results  showed  that  all  incumbent 
officers  were  returned  for  another  two  year  term. 

There  was  a  motion  &  second  to  seat  the  new  officers 
and  this  was  approved  by  all  members  present.  The 
1993-1995  slate  includes  Steve  M.  Rood,  President; 

Jim  Best,  Vice  President;  Nancy  Yee,  Secretary- 
Treasurer;  and  Bill  Cassin,  Historian. 

Nancy  Yee  gave  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report 
with  a  brief  accounting  on  the  membership,  and 
noted  that  the  club  treasury  had  an  approximate 
balance  of  $1700,  before  totalling  up  convention 
expenses.  The  club  service  ingots  were  presented 
to  those  Officers  &  Trustees  who  were  present. 

The  bars  have  the  club  logo  on  the  reverse  &  the 
obverse  is  engraved  with  the  Officer's  name. 

Duane  Spellman  was  presented  with  a  certificate 
of  appreciation  for  his  outstanding  work  as  Editor 
of  our  club  newsletter,  'The  Silver  Bugle.'  The 
award  was  from  the  ANA.  New  members  John  Wilson, 

John  Gillgren  &  Peter  Gaby  were  welcomed  into 
the  club  at  this  time. 

Earl  Schlotzhauer  gave  a  brief  background  on  his 
Brain  Teaser  which  was  in  the  September  Bugle, 
and  presented  one  of  the  prizes  to  Lou  Kretovics 
who  was  present  at  the  meeting. 

Duane  Spellman  gave  a  report  as  Editor  of  the 
'Bugle.'  He  encouraged  every  member  to  contribute 
to  the  newsletter,  with  hopes  that  there  would  be 
at  least  one  member  profile  in  each  edition.

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Duane  also  reported  on  the  club  bar  which  was 
designed  by  member  Len  Kruithof.  The  bar  features 
a  can  of  beer  with  a  buck  on  the  label,  nicely 
tying  in  all  the  things  Milwaukee  is  famous  for. 

There  were  100  struck,  with  2  errors,  for  a  total 
mintage  of  98.  Of  the  98,  ten  were  enameled.  The 
enameled  bars  add  extra  profit  to  the  club,  and 
this  year  we  could  have  sold  more  than  the  ten 
available.  88  units  were  not  enameled,  and  there 
are  only  three  that  have  not  yet  been  sold.  This 
has  proved  to  be  a  very  popular  bar. 

Club  bars  &  rounds  have  been  designed  over  the  years 
in  conjunction  with  the  annual  meeting  site.  Last 
year  we  had  a  NASCAR  race  car  for  the  Charlotte 
show.  There  were  six  of  those  rounds  that  were  not 
sold  &  melted  down,  so  we  do  not  have  any  extra 
units  available  once  they  are  pulled  from  the  market 
at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year.  All  older  club 
dies  and  samples  are  in  storage  at  The  Mint,  except 
for  several  in  the  care  of  Bill  Cassin. 

Michelle  Burke  gave  a  report  on  club  publicity  since 
Publicity  Chairman  Jim  Best  was  unable  to  attend 
this  year's  meeting.  She  asked  members  to  write 
in  to  the  'Bugle1  to  tell  about  themselves  -  what 
they  do,  how  they  started  collecting  and  to  tell 
what  makes  the  club  of  interest  to  them. 

Steve  Rood  reiiterated  that  the  club  is  for  the 
benefit  of  its  members,  and  as  the  advertising 
jingle  goes,  we  all  need  to  "Just  Do  It." 

With  regard  to  publicity,  Steve  also  mentioned 
three  large  projects  what  had  been  completed  in 
the  past  year:  1 )  the  ANA  Numismatist  cover 
article  added  prestige  to  our  club  2)  the  re¬ 
vised  supplement  to  the  5th  edition,  with  a 
limited  edition  of  500  serial  numbered  copies 
was  released,  and  3)  the  IASAC  Membership  Roster 
was  published. 
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Under  New  Business  the  1994  convention  site 
was  opened  to  general  discussion  and  there  were 


many  opinions  as  to  where  the  meeting  should  be 
held.  Duane  Spellman  and  Michelle  Burke  were 
appointed  by  Steve  Rood  to  look  at  the  coin  show 
schedule  for  next  September /October  and  come  up 
with  a  site.  Member  input  was  requested  as  well. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  presentation  of 
the  door  prizes.  Agnes  Rood  was  in  charge  of 
choosing  the  numbers  from  the  hat  (actually  a 
plastic  cup) .  Lucky  prize  winners  included 
Lou  and  Alice  Kretovics,  John  Gillgren,  Lou  Ann 
and  Dick  DeVries,  Eda  Thomas,  Michelle  Burke, 
Charlie  Diehl  and  Nancy  Yee. 

As  these  was  no  further  business  on  the  floor, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned.
